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SECTION I.— ON BOOKS GENERALLY. 

CHAPTER I. 



INTBODUCTORY. 

The Barity of Boohs, cmd what causes it — The relative Bines of Boohs, 

MoNTAiaNB in his ''Essay on Books" remarked, "that he never read except 
as a diversion, nor did he stndy for any other reason than that he might know 
himself, and how to live and die well." As both reading and studying with 
snoh an object presuppose an assortment of books jadioiously selected, it is 
obvions that the author himself, were he living, would attach the highest 
importance to such a careful choice as might ensure the happiness of the 
reader. Since Montaigne's days, however, a change has come over all moral 
opinion, and it is no longer considered that a man's happiness, life, and 
death, depend upon the books he reads; nor is it intended to assert such a 
doctrine now. That a bad book may, under certain circumstances, have an 
evil tendency, cannot be doubted; but when the mind is formed, no fear of 
such a result can be entertained. Montaigne intended to assert in homely 
language what is without doubt perfectly true, that a ehoice of good, well 
written works, whatever subject they may embrace, is beneficial to him who 
studies the contents ; and in this, reason and practical experience must agree. 

The reader will therefore please observe, in the first instance, that all 
we profess to do in this and the following chapters is to give a simple disser- 
tation on books generally, so as to enable anyone having but little practical 
experience in their collection to know at a glance the size, shape, and descrip- 
tion of any particular specimen he may happen to come across. We shall 
explain the meaning of technical terms, and give recipes for the preservation 
of works, together with useful information on the subject generally.

It is then intended, in the second series of chapters, to point out nnder distin- 
guishing heads the various works specially noticeable, with their values. 
This plan would seem to be based on a system not hitherto adopted by any 
author that we are aware of. There are, of course, a great number of treatises 
on the subject, but most of them would appear to consist of histories of the 
art. of book coUeoting rather than to be what they should be, practical 
manuals for the use of students. Old Isaac Walton, in his "Angler," dis- 
courses most learnedly upon Fishes and Fishing, and no one, after a perusal 
of the work, could say that he did not know more about the soiende than 
when he began; but it is very doubtful whether, for all that, the guileless 
reader will have picked up, beyond here and there a few scraps, any really 
good practical information, such as will serve him some of these days, when, 
rod in hand, he betakes himselC to the Isis or the Dove. So also with the 
works in queistion, where a great deal may be learned about collectors of 
books, and the rarity of some extraordinary specimen which no one is likely 
to see, but very little about the practical collection and value of good sound 
books, such as will be met with every day upon the stalls of the booksellers. 

It is to supply this want that this work has been written, and although 
we shall in transitu describe the appearance of several rare and curious books 
not to be met with possibly outside the walls of the British Museum, yet 
this will be exceptional, and for the most part the information afforded will 
be of a-Jiature calculated to qualify the collector in forming for himself a 
suitable library upon most branches of learning, and, what is very important, 
to enable him to have some fair idea of their value. 

To commence at once with the business before us, and leaving all super- 
fluous comment on one side, it is to be premised that the reader knows a 
book when he sees one, although he may never have heard of it before, or 
have an idea of its value. He may never see a copy of the same work again, 
or he may meet with it almost immediately upon another bookstall. The book 
may be difficult to obtain, or it may not, and it is just this difficulty that 
forms the basis of all calculations for determining the scarcity of any par- 
ticular work. The rarity and consequent value of a book depend chiefly 
upon the number of copies originally printed, and upon the way in which it 
was received by the public; for instance, a "suppressed" work, that is, a 
work published and then prohibited by the authorities, is more likely than 
not to have an artificial value. So, also, are books printed on vellum, there 
bemg but few of them; and the same is the case with books "privately 
printed" by some person with a taste for literature, but with no literary 
ambition, because in this instance the circulation is limited. In fact, if from 
any cause whatever, a work of merit, or frequently of none at all, be pub- 
lished, and the circulation then becomes limited, the book in question is styled 
"scarce," or "very scarce," or "rare," or some other qualifying adjective is 
employed to mark the distinction. To discover what book is scarce and what 
merely uncommon, is a work of experience, and no rules can be given, as the 
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question of soaroity does not depend npon any settled rale, but is lefenible 
to the oircTunstances of each particular case only, and in this respect every 
book most stand by itself. As these chapters progress, many hundreds of 
scarce works will be referred to, and an approximate value in each case 
appended, so that the reader can, if he thinks fit, go through any tolerable 
library in the certain hope of finding there some of the books referred to 
here. 

Before anything further can be attempted, it is absolutely necessary that the 
collector should obtain a clear notion of the sizes of the volumes that he may 
come across, together with their technical appellations. This, unfortunately, 
since the introduction of machinery into the trade of paper making, has become 
a matter of difficulty. The old-fashioned moulds had fixed sizes, but nowadays 
the makers would seem to work by measurement, so that any arbitrary size 
{he maker chooses to fix upon for his "whole sheet " wiU regulate the size 
of his quartos and octavos also. It may be taken for granted, however, 
that the true size of a volume is to be determined by the number of leaves 
into which a whole sheet is folded. To discover this, take any book you 
please, open it, and you will notice at the foot of the page a ''signature," 
which consists of nothing but a figure or letter, the figure 8 or the letter 
B, for example. Start, say, with the figure 8, and count the lewves (not ' 
pages) until you come to another small figure, 9. If a further test is 
required, find the binder's thread, which runs through the middle of every 
sheet, and the number of leaves from one thread to the next will give the 
same result. Having counted the number of leaves, observe that if the book 
is a " folio " it will consist of one leaf with a signature, and the following 
one without ; the next leaf after that will have the following signature, and 
eo on through the book. Thus :

There are some other sizes, such as "seventy-two-mo," "one hundred and 
twenty-eight-mo," and the like, but it will only be necessary to state that in 
these cases, as in the others, the sizes are distinguished by the names, thus : 
"thirty-six-mo" consist of 86 leaves between signature and signature, and 
"twenty-mo" of 20 leaves, and so on. 

As before observed, each maker of paper may manufacture a size of his 
own, and the measurement of the different foldings will therefore differ in 
particular cases. As a rule, however, and by the custom of the trade, the 
following measurements in inches will accurately describe the particular class 
of paper referred to :

From the xuune given to these piq^rs has sprung up a system of classifioar 
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tion, Tery oonf namg in the first instonoe, but easy enough to oomprehend after 
a time. Thns, OotaTO books, that is to aaj, books oonsisting of eight leayes 
between signature and signature, are divided into Foolscap 8yoB, Post 8yoB, 
Crown Svoa, Demj Syob, Boyal and Imperial 8yos. If, therefore, the reader 
will take a sheet of paper measuring 24in. by 19in. he will haye a sheet of 
Boyal. Let him fold it onoe across, then fold it again and he has a Boyal 4to, 
fold again and he wiU haye a Boyal Svo. A sheet of Post may be treated 
in the same way, the result being, of course. Post Byo instead of Boyal 8yo 
the adjeotiyes Boyal, Post, Imperial, and the rest, referring to the original size 
of the paper from which the book is made. 

We had almost omitted to state that in the case of some yery old booka 
the system of disooyering the size by means of the signatnres is not to be 
depended upon, there frequently being no signatures to be found. In this 
eyent, hold a page of the yolume against the light ; then if the watermarks are 
in the middle of the page, the book is a folio ; if at iihe bottom and cut in half 
by the binding, it is a 4to ; if at the yery top and also cut in half, it is an Syo,. 
and the 12mo and 16mo haye the watermark on the edge. 

For a few familiar examples, obserye that the Graphic and Tlhistrated^ 
London News are folio, Ptmch and the other oomio papers are 4to, a sheet of 
music is a Boyal 4to, while Comhillf the Leisvfl'e JETotfr, Good Words, and the-- 
Conterwporary Review are all examples of different Svos, 
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CHAPTER II. 



OLD PBINTEB8 AND OLD PBEB8E8. 

Block Boohs — Prayer Boohs, or " Sowrs " — The EsUewae, Mzevir, and 

Aldine Presses. 

It is a mistake to sappose that the art of priiiting was establlBhed in Euope 
no earlier than the time of Gnttenborg and Carton. That suoh is the nsnallj 
reoogmBed opinion we are aware ; but the fact is that as early as the wrMMnce- 
ment of the 15th oentnry printing by means of "blocks" was eztensiyely 
carried on in Holland and Germany. The printer engrayed npon wood each 
page of his work, and was then enabled to take many copies without that loss 
of time which characterised old manuscript productions. There are, indeed, 
accounts of block books printed at a much earlier date than the era suggested, 
but the matter is so doubtful that to enter upon a discussion of it would be 
unsuited to this work. Suffice it to say that these early '* block books '' are 
so exceedingly scarce, and eyen when found command such high prices, that 
it will hardly be worth while to spend any time in describing them. Seyeral 
specimens may be found in the British Museum, and many, no doubt, in the 
public libraries of Europe, but they are seldom to be met with casually, as 
their yery appearance would be sufficient to ensure their immediate impounding. 
The inyention of printing, in reality, dates from the employment of moyeable 
type such as is now generally used, and the palm of the discoyery is usually 
accorded to Guttenburg, who established presses at Strasburg and Mayence 
between the years 1436-67. He is described as haying printed (with cha- 
racters of metal on parchment) as many as 300 sheets per day. The books 
of Guttenburg, as also those of his successors. Fust and Schoaffher, are so 
scarce that their current yalue may be conceiyed when it is stated that a 
copy of one of them was sold in Venice in 1460 for 18 ducats, or about ^10, 
equal to about ^200 modem English money, and this at a time when the 
presses were in full working order. In 1462 Fiist came to Paris with a supply 
of Bibles, which he was able to sell for 50 crowns each instead of 400 or 500 
crowns, which was the ayerage price of MS. books of the same kind. 

Ko sooner had Ftist set the example than presses were established all oyer 
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the oonntry, prinoipallj in Lyons, where the f amonB printer William Le Boy 
established himself in 1473. His first work was a little qnarto of 162 pages, 
printed in Gbthio typ6, entitled the "Compendium of Lotharins ;" other books 
also bear his name ; th^ are yery soaroe, bnt are ocoasionally to be met with. 
Another famous printer of the age was L'Allemand of Mayenoe, who printed a 
well known book in folio, entitled "Missal h T usage de TlSglise de Lyon," and 
many other works. There was also a press established at Abbeville in 148& 
by Jehan Dnpre, who printed St. Augustine's " Cit^ de Dieu." In fact, about 
this time so great was the rage for the new art, that presses were started 
all over Europe, and there "Wta hardly a town of any pretensions to size which 
oould not boast at least one press with its attendant printers. During the last 
ten or fifteen years of the 15th century there were issued from the presses 
of the yarious Parisian printers a number of prayer books, or " Hours," as 
they are termed. The first printer of the " Hours " was Figouchet, and he 
was followed immediately by Le Yostre, De Brie, Yerard, Olivier, and others, 
whose names may occasionally be seen at the foot of the title page of many 
a rare and curious work. Specimens of "Hour Books" of De Brie may be 
seen at the British Museum (C. 46, d, and also 469, a 6) ; they are well worth 
looking at, if only for the purpose of obtaining a general idea of the style of 
printing adopted in these early days. The collector who would purchase a 
copy of an " Hour Book " must have a capacious pocket. 

A much more famous printer, because more generally known than any of 
the above, was Henri Estienne, whose descendants owned a press at Paris 
for many years after the death of its founder. Many of the works of the 
Estienne press are extant, and several will be referred to hereafter. They 
consist principally of classics, bibles, lexicons, and other large works; 
Horace and Yirgil were favourite books, and no less than fourteen editions 
of Terence were from time to time issued from the same press. The 
reader should preserve works printed by any of the Estiennes, as they are 
valuable. The same remarks apply to the "Elzevirs," so called from the 
family name of the printer. Louis Elzevir established himself as a book- 
binder and bookseller in Leyden about the year 1592, and from that date to 
1712 the presses were in a state of more or less activity. These publications 
can easily be recognised, as they bear for the most part, their distingruishing 
feature at the foot of the title page. Most of them have the words, " Apud 
Elzeverios," or "Ex officina Elseveriana," while some have typographical 
marks, chiefly consisting of : 

1. An Eagle, holding in its daws a sheaf of seven arrows, with the 
inscription, "Concordia res parvse crescunt." 

2. Minerva with an olive branch, and the motto, " Ne extra oleas." 

3. The branch of a tree surrounded by a vine branch bearing dusters of 
fruit, and bdow it a man standing, with the motto, " Non solus." 

It is to be noticed, that when the Elzevirs did not wish to put their name 
to their works, they generally marked them with a sphere ; but of course the 
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meze fact that a work printed in the 17th oentnzy beam this mark ia no proof 
that it ia theirs. The total number of worka of all kinds whioh bear the 
name of the ElzeTirs is stated to be 1213, of whidh 968 are in Latin, and 
not one in fSnglish. 

Onewonld naturally think that the issue of so many works from one press 
wonld haye flooded the markets and rendered them common. Snoh, howerer, 
is not the ease; the ElzoTir editions are to this day diligently sought after by 
eyery collector of books, and to the casual reader the elegance of design, neat- 
ness and deamess of type, and beauty of paper must be of no little assistance. 
In point of fact, many of the Elzeyir editions are better printed, and are 
altogether more carefully put together than the yast majority of English books 
of the present day. Another famous press was that established by Aldus 
Manutius, at Venice, in 1490, commonly called the ''Aldine" Press, from the 
christian name of the founder. These works, recommended by their intrinsic 
yalue, as well as by their handsome exterior, haye been highly prized by the 
learned and by book collectors. Many of the works are the first editions 
(EdiHones prvncipes) of Greek and Latin classics; others contain corrected 
texts of modem classics, such as Petrarch, Dante, and Boccaccio, and all of 
them are distinguished by extreme neatness of type and style. About 900 
works were issued from this press, and the distinguishing mark is an anchor 
entwined by a dolphin, generally with the motto, ''Sudayit et alsit." This 
win generally be found on the title page of each, and but few mistakes can 
arise after the mark is once seen. It may be taken as a general rule that the 
earlier editions of the Aldines are the most yaluable; they were scarce eyen 
in the year 1502, so much so, in fact, that the printers of Lyons and Florence 
began in that year to forge them by the hundred at a time. A great quantity 
of both " Aldines " and *' Elzeyirs " now in the market are undoubtedly forged, 
and their detection is frequentiy a matter of extreme difficulty. A catalogue 
of all the authentic " Aldine " editions will be found in the supplement to the 
first yolume of " Ebert's Bibliographical Dictionary." Another famous printer 
was Sebastian Gryphius, of Lyons, who flourished in the years 1528-56, and 
whose productions are highly prized, as are also those of Etienne Dolet, 
another Lyonese printer. It would be impossible, howeyer, eyen if it were 
politic, to giye anything like a complete list of eyen famous printers of old 
days. The works from the Aldine and Elzeyir presses appear to be the most 
sought after, and there is, moreoyer, a tolerable chance of a collector obtaining 
possession of specimens either casually or for a reasonable sum, which is not 
the case with others. Of English productions, those of Caxton, of course, 
stand foremost, but as a genuine copy of that printer's work is yalued at 
from ^100 to X500, and eyen more, it is hardly worth while going into any 
minute description of them. Should the reader be curious to see the printer's 
style, he will find some excellent fac-similes in ''Humphreys' History of the 
Art of Printing." After Caxton followed Bichard Pynson, who liyed pi the 
reign of Henry VIE. ; then follow Wynkyn de Worde, Julian Notary, William 
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FawkeB, Ttereiiiii, Nioliolwni, Bedman, Godfrey, Bioliaid Grafton, and many 
others, whose works prinoipaUy appear in black letter, a kind of type to be 
explained hereafter. 

If any yery minnte and oaref nl information is sought respecting Old Printers 
and Old Presses, the reader cannot do better than refer to "Hnmphr^s on the 
Art of Printing," already referred to, where he will find ererything necessary 
to be learned, together with a large number of platos descriptiTe of Tazioas 
kinds of type and style. 
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CHAPTER III. 



ANCIENT CENTRES OF PBINTING^NUMEBALS. 
Latin Equivalents — Boman Notation, 

Whinxyxb an old book is taken np the title page shonld be carefnUy ex- 
amined, and although this practice would seem to be one dictated by reason and 
common sense, yet experience teaches ns that not one man in twelye is possessed, 
in this respeojb at least, of either one or the other. The casual observer looks 
at the contents, the artist at the detail ; with the latter, the titie page of a book 
proclaims its history, and by means of it he is enabled to estimate its probable 
value. Every titie page contains, or should contain, the name of the work, the 
same of the author, the publisher's name and address, and the date, and now- 
a-days, so far as the actual reading of these is concerned, nothing can be easier. 
It is far different, however, with some of the books printed in the 15th, 16th, 
and 17th Centuries, for many of them are written in Latin, and should this 
prove to be the case, the name of the town from which the book was issued 
bears in many instances not the slightest resemblance to its appellation of 
to-day. For example, we take up a work entitied ** Tacitus cum Notis Grotii," 
described as being printed at "Lugd. Bat.," in the year 1640. The words 
*' Lugd. Bat." would not strike anyone as standing for the University City of 
Leyden, or Leida, as it was ancientiy called. The words in full are *' Lngdnnum 
Batavorum," and it was from this city of Leyden that so many beautiful 
specimens of the Elzevir Press proceeded. So, also, the date will frequentiy be 
found written in Boman numerals, occasionally inverted, causing the greatest 
inconvenience to anyone who is not in the habit of either using or seeing them. 
We shall proceed, therefore, in this chapter to give a list of towns where printing 
was ancientiy carried on, with their English equivalents, not noticing those, 
however, where the nomenclature is the same. We then propose to add a few 
remarks on numeration, so that the learner may be prepared for further progress. 
To begin at the begining, and to carefully consider every step taken, is the only 
satisfactory course that can be adopted in matters of this kind. The ancient 
names of the towns are given in alphabetical order.

It is not pretended for a moment that the above list oomprises all the 
places where printing was anciently carried on; on the contrary, there were 
scattered oyer Europe nnmberless small and nnimportant towns possessing 
one or more presses, from which copies of books were rapidly issued, and 
many of which are often to be met with. A complete list of these towns 
would oconpy a large volnme, and it was therefore thought expedient to 
enwnerate those only which may be considered important, either in the 
quantity of books from time to time printed there, or for some other sufficient 
reason. 

With respect to the dates at the foot of the title pages of these old works, ' 
we haye already said that the Boman system of notation was frequently 
adopted. As the system has in these days given rise to considerable per- 
plexity, chiefly on account of the use of inverted letters, it will be well to 
observe, that when a small line is found over any of the numeral characters, 
the value o f tha t character is thereby increased a thousandfold, thus; 
ym = 8; YIII = 8000. As we have not yet arrived at the year 2000 
Anno Domini, the only numeral likely to be affected is I standing for the 
unit, which is sometimes made to do duty for a thousand in the shape of I, 
leaving the^ centuries to be added according to the circumstances of the case. 
The form IDXXXI is equal therefore to MDXXXI, or, as we should write itj 
1531. Unfortunately, however, the Bomans were not satisfied with this easy 
system — ^it became necessary to complicate it a little ; they therefore, in the 
first place, took the D, standing for 500, and split it in half, thus IQ ; not 
with the object, it would seem, of altering the value, for that remained the 
same, but simply for the sake of a little variety. Accordingly, it is found 
that there are no less than six different ways of writing a thousand, many 
of which will frequently be come across in our future researches. They are, 
CIo> CD, 00, C^, X, M. The third, fourth, and fifth of these signs are arbitrary 
only, and should be made a note of. To reduce the system to as succinct a 
form as possible, observe that the Bomans used I for 1, Y for 5, X for 10, 
L for 50, C for 100, D or lo for 600, M or CIO for 1000. 

When any character was followed by one of leas or equal value, the 
expression denoted the sum of their simple values, but when preceded by 
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one of lesi yalae the dijfsrenee, ThuB m stood for 3, IV for 4, and YI for 0, 
XL for 40, LXX for 70, %nd so on. Every annexed to lo* and every C 
and joined to CIo increased its yalne tenfold; thns, loO = 5000. As 
before stated, a line drawn over a character increased its yalne a thousand- 
fold ; thns, y stood for 5000, 'C for 100,000. Example :

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CHAPTER IV. 



CHBONOLOOICAL NOTES. 

A Svmmary of the Principal Events in the History of Early IdtercUure. 

Wb haTe said that pzintiiig, as snoh, was aotnally employed some time be£ore the 
era of Qnttenbnrg and Fast, and that their early prodnotionB are generally known 
by the name of ^' block books," beoanae the impression was transferred to yellami 
or some other suitable snbjeot by means of a block of wood, npon which the 
types were carved. This was, of conrse, a distinct adyance on the old manu- 
script system, and the present era of printing may therefore well be referred 
to the production of the first block book, which is supposed to have taken place 
in Germany in or about the year 1420. In the year following was bom Gaxton, 
the great English printer; and in 1438 the old system of block printing was 
practically superseded by the introduction of letters separately out out of 
wood, so as to be readily movable and capable of arrangement. For twelve 
years this improved system was carried on, until in 1450 the type was sepa- 
rately cast in metal. The earliest complete printed book is known as the 
"Mazarine Bible,'* and is supposed to have been issued from the press of 
Guttenburg and Fust, at Mentz, in the year 1455. The original is to be found 
in the British Museum. In 1457 the same Fiist printed the first book yet 
discovered, which bears a date ; this was a Psalter, in Latin, and it also is 
to be found in a show case in the King's Library of the British Museum. All 
these and other books were printed, as were the ancient "blocks," on one side 
of tiie leaf only, and it was not until 1460 that any attempt was made to print 
on both sides. Simple as such a process may appear to us in the present age 
of newspapers, it was, in point of fact, about the last improvement made, and 
the most difficult one of all to effect. After this but few difficulties remained to 
be surmounted, and accordingly in the year 1465 we find a volume of Cicero 
in which Greek type has been extensively used. The printers who had up to 
the year 1462 congregated at Mayence, were in that year driven out of the 
town. Though many of them would seem to have promptly returned, numbers 
went away to other places, principally to Bome, Milan, and Venice. The first 
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book ent printed in the laat-iuuiiad town ma, cnrioulr onon^, aaoUwi 
Tolmna of Cioero, printed hj John da 8pii>. " Stgiwlnuea," whioh hmva 
already boon deloribed aa little nnmbera oi lettara fonnd at the foot of man; 
pages in Dearly erety book, were fliat intiodnoed bj Antonio Zorat, at Milan, 
in the year 1470, ao that the atndent in hia piactioal endeavonn to Moerb^ 
the aiae of a book from iti (dgnatnrea, in the mode previonaly pointed oat, need 
never be at a loaa for apeoimene. It was many yean aftei the deaHi of Zorat, 
howerer, before theaa aifnatnrea beoame univertaUy adopted, and in oaaea 
where they do not appear reoonrae mnat be had to the watermazkii. Having 
amred at the point when we are fairly lannidied on the great lea of lettere, 
to aink oi awim, as we ma; have a mind, it will ba adviaable to give a short 
ohronology of prlnaipal event* in oonneotion witii booka ot the livea of Uieb 
printeiB. We will begin from the year 1470, ""t-rng the improvemenl of 
Antonio Zomt, above allnded to :

CHAPTER V. 



TECHNICAL TEBM8. 

lAst of the principal Technical Terms used by BoohseUers and Printers^ 

with Explanations. 

Thb list of teohnioal terms whioli follows has been oompiled from Tarion^ 
sonroes, but principally from "Power's Handy Book about Books," published ii^ 
1870, by John Wilson, of No. 93, Great Bussell Street, Bloomsbnzy, W.C. 
This book is referred to as being one of the best praotloal manuals extant, and 
anyone who takes an interest in literary and other pursuits of a similar nature 
will do well to purchase it. It will be frequently referred to in subsequent- 
chapters. 



Advartce /S%«ete.— Somfitimes called "Early 
copies." PortionB of a work supplied elsewhere 
preyious to publication, geneially for Bimul- 
taneous reproduction. Many English authors 
supply "aavanoe sheets" to American pub- 
lishers, so that the work can be brought out in 
England and America simultaneoudy. 

AUonym.—K false proper name. A work 
published to deceive, under the name of some 
author, but not by him, as "Peter Farley's 
Annual." 

Almanack Day.— The day on which almanafiks 
are issued by the publishers to the trade, usually 
the 21st of ^OTember in every year. 

Anastatic Printing.— A mode of obtaining fac- 
simile impressions of apj printed page or en- 
graving without re-setting the tjris or re-en- 
graving the plate. The page to be copied is 
first saturated with a solution of nitric acid, 
which does not affect the printers' ink. A 
transfer is then taken on a plate of zinc, which 
is in process of time eaten away by the add 
from the non-printed part of the page. This 
leaves .the printedportion in relief. 

Anonymotis.—'Wnb.ont a name. 

A:poconpm.—K. name deprived of one or more 
of its innial letters. 

Author^a Proof.— The proof takm after the 
first proof is corrected, and sent to the author 
for correction or amendment. 

Autonym.— An author's real name. 

Bands.— Vieoes of leather, cardboard, or other 
suitable substance glued to the ba^ of a book 
previous to ooverins;. The space between these 
IS called "between bands." The strings whereon 
the sheets of a volume are sewn. 

Bastard Fount.— ^aaJl-taodi type upon a 
larger body, adopted for the purpose of making 



the printed pages look as if they had been 

Batil.—Tamie& sheepskin, used for common^ 
bindings. Books bound in sheepskin are some- 
times described in catalogues by the oantraotioa 
"shp." 

Black Letter.— A peculiar kind of type fop> 
merly used in this country, generally Imown 
elsewhere as " Flemish or German character." 
The following is a q^edmen of black letter type :-

Block Boohs.— Boola printed from engraved 
blocks of wood on one side of the leaf on^^ 
A reference to these has already been made. 

Board8.—Boolk» are sometimes described as 
being in "boards." This refers to the binding, 
and they are so described when bound in paper 
or doth. 

Books rrncut.— An uncut book is one that has- 
not been primed by the binder's knife. It is 
a mistake to suppose that the term has reference 
only to those books which have not been out for 
reading, for, even if they have, they may be still 
"uncut" in the tedxnical sense of the term. 

Bosses.— TlateiB of metal or other hard sub- 
stance formerly attached to the oomeis of books 
as a preservation against injury. 

Bourgeois.— A description of type ranking in 
size immediately after long primer, and very like 
brevier type. 

Brace.— A diaracter out in metal, thus <•— '^— > 

Brevier.— A description of type. The text of 
tiie present chapter is printed in brevier. 

Broadside.— Odb full page, printed on one nde- 
of a whole sheet of paper.

In the aboye list of teohnioal terms it will probably be noticed that no attempt 
has been made to desoribe the different kinds of papers. 

In the first chapter the dimensions of the more important descriptions were 
•f^wen, and further than this it is not thonght necessary to go. This is owing to 
the twot of there being seyeral thousand distinct yarieties, an enumeration of 
which would oonyert any work that dealt with them into a description of the 
paper trade. It must be remembered that whateyer the kind of paper em- 
ployed, whether toned or white, the sheets are generally of the dimensions 
giyen ; and the size of the paper, with a yiew to the determination of the size 
<>f the book, is all that need interest the general reader. 
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CHAPTER VI. 



FORMATION OF A LIBRARY. 

On the Formation of a Useful Idhrary, with Practical Hints for the 
Collection, Custody, and Preservation of Boohs, 

It is an axiom snffioiently well Trnderstood by all oolleotors of books that tbe 
yalne of a library mnst depend almost entirely npon the skill of the partionlar 
ooUeotor. A mass of books brought together on no prinoiple, and without any, 
or with but little regard to classification, can hardly be called a library, eren 
although the collection may eonsist of many thousands of volumes. What is 
required is that the shelves shall contain a sufficient number of works upon 
some special subject, or upon any subject, and that they shall be selected with a 
due regard for value and utility. 

It is of course impossible for any collector, whether he be a single person or 
a body corporate, such as the British Museum, to form a coinplete collection of 
all the works extant ; all that can be attempted is to amass a sufficient number 
of really useful books, the best of their class, and as cheaply and expeditiously as 
possible. The Trustees of the British Museum have more than 600,000 
volumes in their possession ; and these probably do not represent one-third of 
the number that might be collected. It is, therefore, useless for any private 
individual to seek to do more than form a good and useful library; and with this 
object we purpose, in the second part of this work, to give a list of the best 
books on a great variety of subjects, and in order to make the list as complete 
as possible the present value of each work will be appended. In the formation 
of a private library the only guides that can be laid down are, of course, the 
taste and habits of the possessor. Some may wish to form a collection of works 
of fiction only ; others may be scientifically inclined ; others, ag^un, may have a 
penchamt for philosophy or the fine arts, and may seek to possess themselves of no 
other works but such as may refer to any of these subjects. By far the greater class 
of book collectors would, however, seem to collect anything that may happen to 
come in their way, without the slightest regard to their contents, which, as 
a matter of fact, they seldom peruse. 

These people are called " Bibliomaniacs; " and although they number among 

C2 
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their ranks nmny fftmoas ooUeoiors of books whose knowledge is proverbial in>. 
the literary world, yet for the most part the '* bibliomaniao " cares but little^ 
for the charficter of his books ; all he hopes for is to possess a quantity in contra- 
distinction to qoaUty. He has a "craze," an earnest desire to possess some*- 
thing, in fact, anything, in the way of a book and nothing more. He says to* 
himself, "When I have collected all the works I can get on snch and snch 
a subject, then I will read them ; ' ' and so he goes on collecting and never reading 
except at desultory intervals. The ** bibliomaniac " can get all the information 
he wants out of any large public catalogue, and all that then remains for him to- 
do is to set to work and " collect " as many of them as he possibly can. We 
should not advise anyone to adopt such a system as this ; and we shall therefore 
merely present a moderate list of works upon different subjects, and this list 
can be augrmented at pleasure. 

The student should in the first instance possess himself of a good and useful 
collection of works of reference, and we can with confidence recommend 
''Lowndes' Manual," a book published in six volumes. It is scarce, and 
always commands a fair price, but for concise information ou all questions 
relating to books cannot be surpassed. If advertised for it might be pro- 
cured for about J63; any bookseller would probably charge J65. "Murray's 
Family Library," "Chambers's EncydopsBdia," or the "Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nioa," are also good works of reference. The "Britannica," last edition of 
1860, may be purchased for about £7 ; it consists of 22 vols, in 4to. Another 
and much improved edition is in course of preparation ; but it will be found that 
the edition of 1860 will answer all practical purposes, while it has the merit of 
being much cheaper than the future edition is likely to be. Power's " Handy 
Book about Books," already referred to, should not be forgotten ; it is now out 
of print, but may be met with frequently for about 78. 6d. or 10s. It will 
readily be seen, therefore, that the first object of a book collector is, or should 
be, the collection of works of reference, works which may help him to further 
information ; and to summarise the matter, we should advise him to procure the 
following :

With these six works, which may very probably be picked up at a cheaper 
rate than the prices quoted, the collector should experience no difficulty in 
forming a library on any subject, and, what is very important, he will readily 
be enabled to obtain a "history" of almost any book he is likely to come 
across. Books, like men, have a history of their own, and in many cases a very 
important history, marking social and historical epochs, and giving an insight 
into the manners and customs of the age wherein they were published. The 
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loTer of books, therefore, is neoessarily a man of eduoation, for after a time he 
•cannot help aesooiating his Tolnmes with incidents of the past. 

After a nnmber of good and senrioeable books haye been coUeoted, the next 
oare, says Axon, should be their olassifioation for arrangement on the shelyes. 
As this learned writer points ont, it is a matter of considerable diffionlty to 
jurrange a nnmber of Tolnmes, for some of them are neoessarily of snoh a 
dnbions and complex nature that it is difficult to decide in what section they 
are to be placed. It is accordingly advisable to keep a careful catalogue, 
■arranged under the author's name, and also under the title ; and in cases where 
any particular work refers to a number of subjects, these subjects should also 
be entered with an appropriate reference. 

It is needless to say that the collector should keep his books in a warm and 
dry place, otherwise th^ will speedily become mildewed. The mildew shows 
itself in the form of roundish or irregular brown spots, and cannot be cured. 
After the process has once commenced it can only be checked by the utmost 
attention to dryness. * 

Bookworms are also a source of continual trouble and annoyance, and the 
rayages these little pests can commit is beyond belief to any one who has not 
bad a practical experience of them. By some unexplainable sagacity, they 
would appear to choose the best and most expensive works, and these they bore 
through, leaving in their wake a round hole, utterly ruining, of course, the 
appearance of the volume. 

The best method of putting a stop to their depredations is to take equal 
parts of powdered camphor and finely chopped tobacco, and then to sprinkle 
this mixture over the shelves. This operation should be repeated every six or 
eight months. 

If it should be found necessary to remove stains of any kind from the 
interior or exterior of a work, observe that for removing writing ink it will be 
convenient to use spirits of salts diluted with five or six times its bulk of water. 
Apply the solution to the spot, and after a short time wash it off with clean 
water. A solution of chloride of lime will answer the same purpose. Qrease or 
wax spots may easily be removed by washing the part with ether or benzine, 
placing the part between blotting paper, and then passing a hot iron over it. 

The remedy against oil stains is sulphuric ether. If the stains are extensive, 
roll up the leaf and insert it in a flat mouthed bottle, half full of sulphuric 
ether, and shake it gently up and down for a brief period. On removal the 
fltains will have disappeared, the ether rapidly evaporates from the paper, and a 
little cold water is all that is required afterwards. In many cases the leather 
bindings on old books will be found to be dilapidated. Should the leather be 
broken, rubbed, or decayed, plaster the part with paste to fill up the holes ; 
then take the yolk of an egg, beat it up with a fork, and apply it to the leather 
with a sponge, having first cleansed it with a dry doth. To produce a polished 
flurface a hot iron must be passed over the leather. There is also a varnish 
made in France, called ** French varnish for leather," which costs about 14s. a 
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pound ; it nifty be had at any oil sncl odknuman's. Tliere ut% Berand prooeaaaa 
for refltoring booki whioh are rery mnoh sofled, bnt as they inyolTe, in e^ery 
inetanoe, the pnUing the work to pieoea, it will be better to have it done by a 
bookbinder. Many other nsefnl zeoipea on anhjeots aimilar to the preceding 
will be found in Bonnardot's « Emai snr TArt de Beetanzer las Estampea et lea 
LiTres" (Paris, 1858), a work desoribed as being the best on the snbjeot, and 
f nil of nsefnl reoipea. 

A small pamphlet, entitled " Handbook of Taste in Bookbinding," giyes 
many hints relatiye to the binding of booka whioh are well worthy of oonsidera- 
tion. To desozibe the well known materials, snoh as Moroooo, Bnssia, Calf, 
and the rest, wonld be a anperflnons task, as they are perfectly well known to 
most people, whether book ooUeotors or not. Their applioability to any 
partionlar class of work depends, of coarse, on the question of price, and not 
of taste. Some collectors haye as many of their books bound alike as is 
possible, and taste would seem to require that the binding should be " neat, not 
gaudy ; " for nothing looks so much out of place as a row of gilded Tolumes, 
and nothing certainly could better describe the habits of their owner. Let the 
books, therefore, be well bound, always remembering that a profusion of gilt is 
to be deprecated. In the fbrst place, it adds greatly to the expense; and, 
secondly, does not maintain its brilliancy for any great length of time. A half- 
bound book (a book which has the comers and back only coTored with leather 
and the sides with paper or cloth), with just suificient lettering to enable the 
title to be discoTsred by inspection, would seem to be the most wearable. 

In some instances, of course, to rebind a book is simply to spoil it, for many 
Tolumes deriye their value from the curious character of the binding only, and 
this is obserrable chiefly in specimens of typography issued from the earlier 
presses. In these instances, the work should be preserved in its original frame 
as long as it will hold together, and even then it will in most cases be more 
judicious to keep the binding repaired rather than to have the work rebound. 

Again, the value of many books is dependent on their being uncut, %.e., the 
edges of the leaves not having been ploughed even. Numerous stories could be 
told of valuable books being ruined by ignorant binders cutting the edges "to 
make them look nice."

CHAPTER VII. 



THE VALUE OF BOOKS. 
General Eemarhs-^The System of Valuation — Works of Beference, 

In thu, the last chapter of the first seotion of our sabjeVst, and before 
prooeecUng to enumerate and classify the yarions works which we shall 
in the second section select as being especially noticeable, it wonld be as 
well to arriye at some definite oondusion as to the mode to be adopted in 
assessing the valne of any particular book. Like every other thing, a book is 
worth precisely what it will fetch in the market, and no more. Any speoifio 
article may, of course, have what we shall call, for the sake of distinction, a 
fictitious value, that is to say, a value based to a large extent on circumstances, 
and without much reference to the market price of identical objects. For 
instance, the reader may be in possession of an old Bible, the actual market 
value of which may be reckoned in pence, but he would, perhaps, decline to 
part with it for as many pounds, simply because it was his father's, and, 
possibly, his grandfather's also. To the owner the old Bible is worth j620» 
to the book buyer 20d. Now let us assume that the Bible referred to is at 
last found on the shelves of a bookseller, and displayed for sale in the usual 
fashion. We shall now find that the price has risen very considerably. True, 
the bookseller would not think of asking J620 for such a work, but he might 
ask 20s., and so the book which, in point of fact, is worth but a few pence, is 
now worth as many shillings ; and should it subsequently fall into the posses* 
sion of a noted collector it may be knocked down, after his decease, at a much 
advanced price still. AH these values are fictitious, even the bookseller's, for 
he sells the book for what he can get, that is to say, what it is worth to him. 
To you or to me the book is not worth that amount, for if we got it we should 
find that in case we determined to sell it again the obtainable price would be 
wofully below what we originally supposed to be the market value. All this 
is easy enough to comprehend. The actual value of the book as sold by the 
bookseller is just the selling price, plus proportionate rates, taxes, rent, wages, 
and fair profit. The only occasion on which the fuU value can be got for tha 
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money is when the bnyer knows the proper price and the bookseller does not 
know his own business, and accordingly we find the " bibliomaniaos ' ' haunting 
bookstalls rather than bookshops, because here they haye not to pay for rent, 
wages, and the like, and very possibly may find it worth their while in other 
respects. If anyone would prove the truth of these assertions, let him attend 
an ordinary sale by auction, and he will speedily see what a book is really and 
actually worth, and if he should call next day on the bookseller who bought it 
he will also see what he will have to give for it then. All this on the part of 
the bookseller is very right and proper ; he is entitled to his profit, and the 
book is worth to him what he can get for it. The collector, however, should 
endeavour to purchase in the cheapest market, and this will usually be found 
on the bookstall and in the auction room. Should he be specially in want of 
any particular work which he can afford to pay for, he can consult some of the 
very excellently informed booksellers whose names we shall have occasion 
frequently to mention. 

The reader will now be in a position to understand the system upon which the 
value of books will be assessed in our subsequent chapters — ^not what he would 
have to give for the articles in a bookseUer's shop, but what they are actually 
worth to the collector himself, so that he can, if necessity should unfortunately 
compel him to dispose of his collection, be sure of losing but Uitle, if anything, 
through his hobby. In cases where books have an arbitrary value by reason of 
their excessive scarcity, or for some other reason, the mode of assessment 
will be different, for books of this class will aXw&jB sell, some of them at almost 
any price, and the collector cannot do wrong should he purchase them at any 
reasonable figure. One would have thought thai there would have been no lack 
of works treating on the general question of the value of books, but, on 
investigation, it will be found that although such is the case, yet for the most 
part they are almost, if not entirely, useless as manudU, By far the greater 
number treat of special collections in some public or private library, which 
though, without doubt, very useful under particular circumstances, are yet 
hardly suitable for the learner. For instance, and by way of example, Flindall, 
in the year 1813, wrote a work entitled the ''Amateur's Pocket Companion," 
and, judging from the title only, one would be apt to say that this was the very 
work required for the purpose of instruction. On perusing it the reader will 
find that its contents consist entirely of a catalogue of rare and curious works 
in " Granger's History," arranged, moreover, under the names of the authors. 
Such a work as this is entirely useless when placed in the hands of an amateur ; 
for, in the first place, he would be unable to find a book on any given subject 
without searching through the greater part of the list ; and secondly, no idea 
whatever of the probable value is given. It is simply a library catalogue, and 
nothing more. Oarlyle's pamphlet ''On the Choice of Books" consists of a 
biography of the late Thomas Carlyle, foUowed by the text of an address 
delivered to the students of Edinburgh University. Chapman's *' Cheap Books^ 
and How to Get Them " is merely an essay on the woeful effects of the paper 
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duty, and the neootrnty for its abolition ; and bo we ifo on throngli a list of 
works wlucli from their titles would seem to be osefnl, bat which in reality are 
not. Lowndes' '* Bibliographer's Manual " is better, and indeed a most osefnl 
work of reference, but here the subjects are arranged under the authors' names. 
The best work of all, to our mind, and one which bears the nearest approach to 
the qrstem intended to be adopted, is Watt's "Bibllotheoa Britannnica," 
already referred to. Two of the Tolumes consist of a list of authors, and the 
books written by them, and the other two of the subjects, but in neither case 
are the yalues mentioned, and the list is only carried up to the year 1824. The 
compilation of this wdrk must have occupied the author for years, for he has 
sought to catalogue under their respective headings all the works known to 
bibliographers, and it must be admitted that he has succeeded remarkably well. 
We think we are right, however, when we say that there is at the present time 
no work which accurately catalogues the best books on a multiplicity of subjects, 
arranged under the headings of the subjects themselves — no work which gives 
the description and value of the books referred to, and certainly none which 
combines both these merits in one system. 

It is not, of course, possible, in the confined space at disposal, to give a very 
large and extensive list, but it will be found large enough for the purpose of 
assisting the student to form a library of several thousand /volumes, while to the 
non-collector it will be found useful for purposes of reference.

Bbvobs piooeedmg to enamerate the tuioiui works treating on thii important 
snbjeet, it will be necesutzy to point ont the limits within which we propose to 
confine ourselyea, and at the same time to map ont the snbdiyisions which the 
snbject itself embraces. 

We have no intention of emplojring the term "Natnral History " in its most 
extended sense, as this would render the present work complicated and nnwieldly 
in the extreme ; we merely take its conventional meaning — '* the science which 
describes organic life and its immediate connections" — ^this definition being, in 
point of faotj synonymons with " Biology." We belieye that, although not abso- 
lutely exact, yet this method of treating this division has in in its faTOnr a pre- 
ponderance of convenience, since " Biology " embraces the two great divisions 
of Zoology and Botany, each in itself Tcry comprehensive. Under the former 
we indnde Ornithology, Entomology, and similar snbdivisions bearing on all 
living organisms ; while the latter, although not itself capable of farther sub- 
division, will be found sufficiently important to claim a chapter or so to itself. 
We thus,, as will be seen, cover under one restricted definition much valuable 
ground — all, in fact, that may be fairly considered to come under the head of 
Natural History.

Some little apology may be oonsidered due to the reader for the introdaotioa of 
Oooalt Philosophy among the soieiioeB. It is tme that this kind of knowledge 
is, and has been for some time, gradually bat snrely on the wane ; and in the 
present oentory a knowledge of Astrology and the Black Art is not considered 
an indispensable adjonot to the education of a gentleman. In this respect, 
therefore, some slight explanation is fairly called for. The. reason why a list 
of works on the subject is given is because, notwithstanding the death of the 
quondam science, great curiosity respecting works of the kind is evinced by the 
public.

Law — General Science, 

To give a list of works npon Law would answer no praotical purpose, as this 
sdenoe is so speoifio in its oharaoter and limited in its application that bnt few 
]>eople, save those whose business it is to stndy it, wonld think of spending their 
money in the oolleotion of works relating thereto. 

Still, if only for the purpose of making the list as complete as possible, it may 
be worth while to enumerate some of the more well-known and standard 
treatises. It is often said that every man should know something of the law, 
which he assists in making, and by which he is goTdmed and has to conform to ; 
and by way of gaining this knowledge it will be found that many people 
purchase and sometimes read works of general application embracing every 
phase of the law, and treating it ''popularly.*' A favourite work is "Every 
Man his own Lawyer," published at the suggestive price of 6s. 8d., and worth 
«bout that sum, and in the hands of a skilled lawyer the book is not without its 
merits. To anyone else, however, it is a source of absolute mischief, for it is 
impossible to compress in an 8vo volume of whatever thickness even a tithe of 
the subjects upon which it is necessary to treat. The consequence is that the 
information afforded is so meagre that a case exactly, or even nearly, in point 
is seldom to be met with. The reader will probably find something which he 
oonsiders to be analogous ; but as he knows nothing of the reasons which prompt 
any particular assertion, it is not surprising that the analogy should utterly 
fail when brought to a practical test. In other words, he finds that he has 
tumbled into some pitfall from which the combined efforts of a multitude of 
lawyers may be insufScient to extricate him, and when the bills of costs of both 
sides make their appearance the vanquished suitor begins to suspect that he has 
had a fool for his client. 

Anyone who would study the law, or any particular branch of it, must 
commence at the beginning, and the only available method of doing this is to 
obtain a firm grasp of the reasons which prompt every assertion made. A man 
of average intelligence will soon draw fair deductions from the ooUected 
premises, and, if he is possessed of property, will at any rate avoid ma^y diffi-

The reader should also subscribe to the Law Journal (No. 5, Quality-court, 
London), and carefully note up in the margin of his text books the short reports 
of cases duly reported in that journal as th^y are decided in the several courts. 
There are, of course, many other branches of law and numberless works on 
practice continually being published and re-issued ; but, so far as the former are 
concerned, it will be found for the most part that th^ are sufficiently treated of 
in the books already mentioned, while works relating to practice are of no value, 
save in the hands of persons engaged in following the regular routine of the 
Courts of Law. 

As a rule, old law books are of no value ; but this does not apply to the 
*'Beports," collections of which form part of every law library. Some of these 
are both scarce and valuable, but it will readily be surmised that purchasers 
are few and far between. In condusion, the best advice that can be given to 
dabblers in law is to study it as every other difficult science is studied, by a 
logical drawing of conclusions from premises, and this can only be done after a 
careful perusal of standard works on the subject. Any other system will fail, 
and confusion become worse confounded. To know how to avoid an error is 
better than to remedy one, however scientifically the process may be accom- 
plished, and the man who has this knowledge is the better lawyer.
